HOW TO PLANT 


Both trees and shrubs should be pruned severe- 
ly when moved. A a rule remove older growth on 
shrubs and thin out branches on trees. Extra long 
branches on trees should generally be cut back. 
Dig holes ample to accommodate roots without 
crowding. Have some good loose dirt in the bottom 
of the hole. Set tree a little deeper than it was in 
the nursery. Work soil around roots firmly so 
that there wll be no air spaces. Use your foot. A 
good practice is to fill the hole half up and then 
put on a generous amount of water. When this has 
soaked away fill up level and tramp down firmly. 
Do not use manure in the hole. | 


TREES AND SHRUBS
